Although I agree with Matt Brock 
that Hulk Hogan showed a tremen- 
dous amount of courage by stepping 
into the ring so quickly after a poten- 
tially debilitating injury (““Hulk Hogan 
Rises From The Ashes Of Phoenix,” 
June 1986), may I be bold enough to 
suggest that Mr. Brock was only 
scratching the surface of this entire 
matter? 


His own ribs heavily bandaged, Hulk Hogan 
tries to even the advantage as he applies a 
bearhug against Randy Savage. Hogan dis- 
played incredible courage by coming back 
two days after his injury, writes John Flynn. 

Let’s take the facts one at a time. 
First of all, Brock writes that “Hogan 
had suffered a compound concussion, 
slight muscle tears, and partial damage 
to the third and sixth vertebrae.”’ Earli- 
er in the story, he points out that 
22,000 tickets had been sold for the 
Madison Square Garden show and the 
WWE had yet to ‘announce that Ho- 
gan might not wrestle. 

Call me cynical, but wrestling is a 
sport and sports are big business. Hulk 
Hogan is a great champion with even 
greater financial value to the WWF. 
Imagine if he was scheduled to wrestle 


and didn’t show up. Because of the 
lack of daily media coverage of wres- 
tling, few fans knew of Hogan’s 
injury. 

If the WWF had announced on the 
night of the Garden card that Hogan 
wouldn’t wrestle, Brock’s fears would 
have been realized. A riot probably 
would have taken place. And if the 
WWE had released news of the injury 
a few days prior to the card, many, if 
not most, of the fans would have 
asked for a refund. 

Without being too blunt, I think 
you get the picture. What we witnessed 
that night was, in fact, an amazing 
display of athletic ability. That old cli- 
che about “playing in pain” was never 
so true. But I have one question to 
ask: Was it Hogan’s decision?

The Road Warriors are the number 
one tag team in the world of profes- 
sional wrestling today. I don’t see The 
Midnight Express win any important 
matches, let alone title defenses, with- 
out Mr. Cornette’s distractive abilities 
or his tennis racket. 

The Legion of Doom has secured 
victories over such prominent tag 
teams as the Koloffs, Fabulous Ones, 
Long Riders, and The Fabulous Free- 
birds without the help of their manag- 
er, “Precious” Paul Ellering. Heck, 
The Midnight Express can’t even get 
by the tandem of Ron Bass and Don 
Kernodle without the aid of Cornette’s 
infamous tennis racket, which just 
happens to be loaded. 

The match I refer to was on WIBS 
a few months ago. When Bass put a 
clawhold on Bobby Eaton, Cornette 
whacked him with his racket, which 
earned a disqualification, but still let 
the Express retain their NWA tag team 
title. The Road Warriors never need

So it was until a recent tag team 
match here when Inoki, the man 
famous—or infamous—in the United 
States for his wrestling-boxing match 
with Muhammad Ali, suffered his 
first pinfall loss in 12 years, at the 
hands of Andre the Giant. 

“It was the most stunning event in 
Japanese wrestling history,” said a 
Japanese promoter. “One minute, 
the crowd is going crazy, chanting 
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all kinds of things and urging on the 
wrestlers. Then, before anybody 
knew it, Andre pins Inoki and this 
incredible hush comes over the 
crowd. Everybody was in shock. 
Imagine, the great Inoki getting 
pinned! It’s simply unheard of in this 
country. Even Andre seemed to be 
unsure of what he had done.” 

As usual, Andre was joined by his 
notorious manager Ichimasa 
Wakamatsu, who continuously inter- 
fered in the match and was a great 
factor in its outcome. Andre the Gi- 
ant is not popular with the fans in 
Japan and the megaphone-carrying 
Wakamatsu is the main reason. Inoki 
is arguably the most popular wres- 
tler in.the history of Japan, and fans 
throughout the country mourned 
the event. 

“| wish | wasn’t here for this,” said 
a tearful fan at rinside. “| was there 
when the great Sadaharu Oh retired 
from baseball and up until now, that 
was the saddest event in my life. The 
only consolation in this is that he 
lost to Andre, who has never been 
beaten.”

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oe THE OFTEN volatile world of professional wrestling, 
stability is the key to success. And almost every top 
wrestler has stayed in one area long enough to establish 
roots and benefit from the variety of top-level competition 
each area can provide before moving on. 

The reasons are clear. One simply does not step into a 
new region and immediately meet the top wrestlers. In 
this sport, an aspiring champion must establish himself 
before attempting to become a star. Only then will the 
lucrative contracts and title shots come his way. Truly, in 
professional wrestling, familiarity breeds respect. 

Despite this, the decision to make Billy Jack Haynes our 
“Wrestler Of The Month” was rather easy, although Asso- 
ciate Editor Eddie Ellner correctly pointed out that “there’s 
no telling where he’s going to be wrestling when this issue 
comes out. Who knows? He might change sports.” 

Indeed, Haynes is a nomad, It has often been suggested 
that Ric Flair's NWA World championship would be the 
perfect title for Haynes, since it would give him legitimate 
justification for wrestling in all areas of the country. For 
now, however, that’s just speculation, although Haynes’ 
recently won Pacific Northwest title will give him a chance 
to wrestle Flair for the NWA crown. 

That would appear to be the only way Haynes will ever 
make the most of his ability and get the respect he 
deserves, Although Haynes has shown himself to be a fine 
wrestler, his refusal to stay in one area for a significant 
period of time continues to get in his way. The big knock 
against Haynes is that every time he gets established in 
one area and appears headed toward superstardom, he 
moves on to another area. 

“I've heard many people say this,” Haynes said, “and | 
guess there is some truth to it. But I'm rather young at 
this point and I’m trying to get a taste of wrestling in all 
different areas before deciding where to settle down. The 
time will come. Winning the Pacific Northwest title was a 
big step in my career.” 

Of course, one must wonder whether Haynes has the 
mental ability, or stability, to stay in one area. There are 
some people in this world who just can’t seem to settle 
down, They spend their lives wandering endlessly, never 
sure where they'll be the following week, or the following 
day, for that matter. Success in one venture merely leads 
them on to another. 

Take Haynes, for instance. In his relatively brief career, 
the former boxer and former bodybuilder has wrestled in 
Florida, Texas, the World Championship area, very briefly 
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in the WWF, and he is now back to where he began, the 
Pacific Northwest, where he recently beat Bobby Jaggers 
for the title. Maybe Eddie Ellner is right. Perhaps Haynes 
will no longer be in the Pacific Northwest region when 
this issue hits the newsstands. 

For now, however, Haynes must concentrate on capital- 
izing upon his great potential. A former Pacific Coast 
bodybuilding champion who had to convert his physique 
to one more suited to a contact sport, Haynes is in 
outstanding physical condition. He is devoted to an intense 
physical regimen and spends most of his free time in the 
gym. Not surprisingly, Haynes is considered to be one of 
the most powerful men in all of wrestling. It’s also a rare 
occasion when Haynes is outhustled in the ring, although 
that could change now that he has the Pacific Northwest 
heavyweight title. 

“| realize that I have something everybody wants,” says 
Haynes, “and I'm going to have to work doubly hard to 
hold on to it. | have increased my training program to 
compensate for this. It’s a difficult situation because while 
I'm defending my title, I'll also be after the NWA title.” 

Haynes is currently involved in a feud with Rip Oliver 
and Jaggers. It all started when Haynes returned to the 
PNW with a trophy he had won in Japan. The trophy was 
left with TV announcer Don Koss. When Oliver appeared 
for an interview along with Jaggers, he took the trophy 
with him and left the building. Promoter Don Owen or- 
dered Oliver to return the trophy and wrestle Haynes or 
get suspended indefinitely. 

Oliver showed up for the match with Haynes but did 
not bring the trophy. When Owen again threatened sus- 
pension, Oliver had Jaggers bring the trophy to the ring. 
Oliver began insulting Haynes’ father. When Billy Jack 
tried to retaliate, Jaggers attacked him from behind and 
busted the trophy over his head. Oliver and Jaggers took 
turns smashing the pieces of the trophy over Billy’s head, 
opening a severe cut on his forehead and breaking his 
nose, 

Although this incident could have caused irreparable 
damage, it might have done what nothing else could. In 
addition to defending his title, Haynes now has a feud to 
settle with Oliver and Jaggers. This could keep him in the 
PNW for a good deal of time, at least long enough for 
Haynes to reestablish himself as one of the top wrestlers 
in the country. 

Let his selection here serve notice that it's only a matter 
of time. O

Le BEEN SAID that the more 

things change, the more they stay 
the same, but that age-old cliche cer- 
tainly doesn’t apply to Mr. Wrestling 
TI. 

After spending almost his entire 31- 
year career as one of the most respect- 
ed and revered men in all of wrestling, 
Mr.. Wrestling IT has undergone what 
now appears to be a permanent change 
to rulebreaker. On a recent telecast of 
Superstars Of Wrestling (seen in Atlan- 

_ ta on WATL), Wrestling II was inter- 
viewed by Joe Pedicino and Sports Re- 
view Wrestling Senior Editor Bill 
Apter. When Pedicino openly ex- 
pressed his disappointment in his for- 
mer hero, Wrestling II grabbed a cup 
of water, threw it in Pedicino’s face, 
and stormed off the set. Most certain- 
ly, this was the final phase in the star- 
tling transition of this veteran masked 
man. 

Wrestling analysts throughout the 
world have been unable to explain Mr. 
Wrestling II’s move from fan favorite 
to rulebreaker. Looking back, there is 
no one particular incident that would 
explain why he has changed his style in 
the twilight of his career. 

In an insightful conversation which 
answered many of these questions, Mr. 
Wrestling II was interviewed recently 
by Sports Review Wrestling reporter 
Dave Rosenbaum. Although Mr. 
Wrestling IT sidestepped many of the 
issues at hand, his changed attitude 
was readily apparent throughout the 
interview, 


Q: You were once one of the most 
popular men in all of wrestling. In 
fact, let me venture to say that you 
were adored by the younger fans 
and greatly respected by everyone 
associated with the sport. Now, at 
the risk of having water tossed in 
my face, why the change?

Those cheers among the boos you hear for 
Savage, Rude, Garvin, and Flair do not necessarily mean 
they are well-liked. The noise is an indication of the 
excited tension the fans feel by their appearance.

Garea or Sav- 
age? Most Hated might be better off labeled as Loudest 
Fan Reaction For A Rulebreaker. That would explain the 
cacophonic reception that Savage, Lex Lugar, Stan Hansen, 
and Bruiser Brody—all confirmed, died-in-the-wool 
rulebusters—often receive. We hope this layman’s expla- 
nation will clear up any misunderstanding you were hav- 
ing, Paula.

T WAS, AFTER ALL, the David 

Von Erich Memorial Parade Of 
Champions, so it seemed only fitting 
that Kerry and Lance Von Erich and 
Steve Simpson would steal the show. 
But wait a minute! Steve Simpson? 
First of all, who is Steve Simpson, and 
second, what was he doing wrestling 
with Kerry and Lance Von Erich for 
the World Class six-man tag team 
title? 

To answer the first question, Simp- 
son is a rookie from South Africa who 
got his start in the Pacific Northwest. 
He was introduced to the World Class 
by Lance Von Erich, a former Pacific 


Northwest wrestler, and has quickly 
made a name for himself in the Texas 
area. 

If there were any doubters left in the 
crowd of 24,121 at Texas Stadium, 
they were quickly silenced early in the 
card. That was when Kabuki was to 
take on four wrestlers, one after the 
other, attempting to pin them all. Ka- 
buki had little trouble with the first 
two, Mark Youngblood and Jerry Al- 
len, before running into a roadblock 
named Steve Simpson. Simpson pinned 
Kabuki, whose evening came to a pre- 
mature halt. 

Simpson would make an unexpected

curtain call later in the show. Kevin 
Von Erich had reinjured the right 
shoulder, which had been bothering 
him for years, and a few hours prior 
to the six-man elimination lumberjack 
strap match, chose to bow out. So 
Simpson joined Kerry and Lance to 
take on The Fabulous Freebirds. 

‘T really had mixed emotions,” con- 
fessed Simpson. “‘I felt bad for Kevin, 
but on the other hand, I welcomed the 


chance to wrestle in such an important 
match. The fact that we won made it 
even better, although it would have 
been perfect if I could have made it to 
the end.” 

In the end, Lance Von Erich claw- 
pinned Buddy Roberts, the first time 
he ever did this, to not only win the 
six-man tag team title, but also send 
The Freebirds out of town. Immediate- 
ly after the match, The Freebirds an- 


nounced that they were leaving the 
World Class to join the UWF. Many, 
including the Von Erichs, felt that The 
Freebirds had left because they lost the 
title, but this wasn’t true, according to 
Michael Hayes. 

“The UWF has signed us to a con- 
tract that will make us the highest paid 
wrestlers ever to appear in that area,” 
claimed Hayes. ‘‘We will finally get the

N AWA ALL-STAR Wres- 
tling, announcer Greg 
Gagne, who should have known 
better, introduced the team of 
Marty Jannetty and Sean Mi- 
chaels as “that exciting tandem, 
The Midnight Express, er, The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express, / mean The 
Midnight Rockers.”

Sean Michaels lives in down- 
town Minneapolis, in a small stu- 
dio walkup, across the hall from 
an apartment that Prince used to 
rent. Michaels ran into the reclu- 
sive rock star only once, as they 
passed each other on the stairs. 
“He was with two girls and a 
guy,” Michaels recalls. ‘He 
smiled and said hello. Very quiet. 
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Seemed like a nice enough guy.” 
Michaels doesn’t claim the inspi- 
ration for The Midnight Rockers 
came from his close proximity to 
Prince. That, he says, was 
Jannetty’s idea. 

The rain bounced off the lake, 
churning the surface into a rum- 
pled bedsheet. Marty Jannetty’s 
girlfriend glanced up from her 
Redbook and called out to the 
condominium’s owner. “Marty,” 
the pretty brunette cried. “Marty 
come quick. | think the lake is 
going to overflow.” 

Jannetty left his aerobicycle 
and hurried up the stairs, He 
stared out the picture window as 
the waters teased the shoreline. 
What sold him on the condo in 
the first place was the layout— 
only 40 feet from backdoor to 
dock. As he watched the rain fall 
in buckets, Marty Jannetty braced 
for the worst and wondered what 
had happened to his judgment. 

The rain stopped an hour later; 
the house would stand for another 
“storm. Jannetty and the brunette 
sat drinking coffee on the couch. 
“| don’t think it’s backfiring,” he 
said. ‘The Midnight Rockers is a 
good idea. We just hit at slightly 
the wrong time.” 

One must wonder if these two 
youngsters can ever remove 
themselves from under the bur- 
den their names impose.

States for over two years and | 
gained some solid experience.

JAKE ROBERTS SLITHERS 


ICK STEAMBOAT HAD done 

his wrestling for the night and the 
match hadn’t even started. When Jake 
“The Snake’’ Roberts attacked Steam- 
boat and put him in a headlock, the 
entire crowd and a nationwide televi- 
sion audience knew that the deadly 
DDT was on its way. Roberts fell 
backward and Steamboat’s head went

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smashing into the hard concrete floor, 
rendering him unconcious and nearly 
shattering his cranium. But the worst 
was yet to come. Damien was about to 
arrive on the scene. 

Everybody knew what was in that 
bag at ringside, although the fans had 
been hoping that Steamboat would win 
the match so Roberts wouldn’t be in a

position to use its contents. For inside 
this bag was horror, every man’s night- 
mare, about to be unleashed. Roberts 
reached inside the bag, muttered a few 
words, and took out a six-foot snake. 
A boa constrictor. The most dangerous 
non-poisonous snake known to man in 
the hands of the most dangerous poi- 
sonous: snake posing as a man. 


The most recent challenger to the WWF title is dangerous 
enough on his own. Add Damien, his deadly boa constrictor, 
and Jake ‘‘The Snake”’ Roberts has become the most feared

Steamboat was unconscious and 
therefore unaware of what was going 
on. But was that his fortune or misfor- 
tune? Roberts wrapped the snake 
around Steamboat’s limp body and 
then stuck the serpent inside Steam- 
boat’s mouth. This was the most horri- 
ble deed of all. The crowd gasped and 
Steamboat’s wife, sitting at ringside, 
nearly fainted. Jake Roberts had added 
a new act to his slithery repertoire of 
terror. 

It takes courage to step into the 
ring. Many wrestlers possess deadly 


moves that can cripple an opponent. 
When an individual steps into the ring, 
he knows that injury is likely and 
death is a possibility. The financial re- 
wards can be substantial when a wres- 
tler reaches the top of his field, but the 
cost can be great. And when one steps 
into the ring with Jake Roberts, add a 
snake to the price. 

Apparently, there are no reptilian 
rules of wrestling. There’s something in 
there about bringing foreign objects 
into the ring, but is a snake a foreign 
object? The rules simply don’t ban 


pets. To this point, Jake Roberts has 
yet to be even warned about bringing 
the slithery beast into the ring. ° 

“That’s the whole idea, though,” 
said an anonymous WWF official. 
“‘The snake isn’t there as a weapon. 
He’s there to intimidate. Roberts 
knows that his opponents are so preoc- 
cupied with the snake, they don’t have 
time to worry about wrestling. Now, 
we’ve all seen that Roberts is a talented 
wrestler, so the addition of this intimi- 
dation factor makes him virtually 
unbeatable.”

So Roberts has set the trap. Most 
wrestlers refuse to step into the ring 
with Roberts, and when they do, it’s 
obvious there’s something else on their 
minds. Steamboat would not comment 
on his individual incident, mostly be- 
cause he was unconscious through all of 
it and was later given only sketchy de- 
tails. Although he would love to gain 
some measure of revenge against Rob- 
erts, one significant element is getting 
in his way, Name: Damien. 
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Roberts came to the WWF from the 
Mid-South after losing the North 
American title to Dick Slater, and is 
now after Hulk MHogan’s WWF 
championship. Hogan is a_ fearless 
man, but whether he’ll step into the 
ring against Roberts and snake remains 
to be seen. Even Indiana Jones, the 
unflappable hero from Raiders Of The 
Lost Ark, had an admitted aversion to 
snakes. Surely, Hogan will not back 
down from Roberts’ challenge, but a 


no-boa clause might have to be written 
into the contract. 

There has also been some indication 
that many wrestling fans have stopped 
purchasing ringside seats on nights 
Roberts is scheduled to wrestle. Jerry 
Goldstein, a Madison Square Garden 
ringside regular for 20 years, admitted 
that he recently requested seats in the 
balcony after being informed that 
“The Snake”? was on the card. 

“There’s just no way I’m going near 
that thing,’’ Goldstein said, apparently 
referring to the snake. “‘What if it gets 
out of the bag or Roberts decides to 
use it on one of the fans? The guy is 
obviously a madman and doesn’t care 
who he scares. Listen, I’m afraid of 
nothing. I ride the subways every 
night. I even eat my mother-in-law’s 
meatloaf. We have these big, ugly 
cockroaches in our apartment all the 
time and it doesn’t bother me. Snakes, 
though, man, I don’t even want to talk 
about it.” 

Roberts is actually feeding upon a 
psychological fear. A snake will not 
attack unless threatened: and its appear- 
ance is deceiving. Although they look 
slimy, a snake’s skin is actually rough 
and scaly. But for reasons that psycho- 
analysts have been trying to explain for 
years, man has always been attracted 
to, but afraid of, snakes. 

“We really don’t know what to do 
about it,” said the WWF official. “I 
guess we could ban the snake from 
ringside, but. Roberts would probably 
take us to court. It’s a problem. Guys 
just don’t want to wrestle him, but 
Roberts has shown that he deserves to 
wrestle the best. We’ll just have to wait 
and hope that he doesn’t kill some- 
body with that snake.” 

Roberts’ uncanny ability to commu- 
nicate with Damien keeps the snake 
from using its awesome muscular 
structure to crush a helpless victim. But 
what if, one day, Roberts orders Da- 
mien to use his lethal power, or the 
snake chooses to act on its own? Many 
people have suggested that Hulk Ho- 
gan is the desired victim, but Roberts 
refuses to give any indication. And af- 
ter all, can one ever tell what’s going 
on in the mind of a snake? Oo
